No one 
beats us Bavarians in our allegiance to Germany, but: we shall 
prevent the Berlin Government, which is influenced by Marxistic 
principles, imposing upon the Munich Government and. paralyzing 
Bavaria, who is the exponent of truly German and national ‘senti- 


“It is certainly the duty of the German Army to stand behind 
the Bavarian Government in this conflict and support Dr. von 
Kahr, the Bavarian State Commissioner, who is prepared, as we 
are, to protect our troubled.country. This duty must be obeyed.

Five Killed at Mayence. 


PARIS, Oct. 23.—A dispatch to the Ha- 
vas Agency from Mayence says that five 
persons were killed and several wounded, 
all of whom were inoffensive spectators, 
during another attempt today to estab- 
lish the Rhineland Republic in Mayence.

Mussolini Will Attend Big Celebra- 
tione—New Decoration for 
' Workingmen.

ROME, Oct..23.—At.a meeting of the 
Council of Ministers, over which Premier 
Mussolini presided today, he in his ca- 
pacity of Minister of Foreign Affairs 

“proposed a bill for the approval and ap- 
Plication of the agreements stipulated in 


Paris ‘on May 25. last by the British, 


French, Belgian and Italian Govern- 
ments on the one hand and the Govern- 


ment of the United States on the other: 


hand for the reimbursement of the occu- 
pation expenses of the United States 
Army on the Rhine. This bill was passed 
unanimously by the Cabinet and will be- 
come effective on the part of Italy as 
soon as it is published in the official 
bullétin, which probably means at the 
end of this month. 

Before the Cabinet began its regular 
program Under-Secretary Acerbo read 
some data on the activities of the Mus- 
solini Ministry during the last 11 months. 
According to his figures, the Cabjnet 
has held sixty sittings, at which 2,482 
subjects have been discussed and 1,658 
decrees have been passed. These figures 
are held to be proof of the wisdom dis- 
played by Parliament in granting Mus- 
solini full powers and making him. vir- 
tually dictator of Teal. for, admitting 
that Parliament could have passed laws 
at the average rate, it would have taken 
it more than four and a half years to 

orm the work which; Mussolini's 
Cabinet has disposed of in eleven 
months. 


Among other measures taken by the 
Cabinet at today’s meeting two are 
5 jally worthy of mention. The 
first is a decision to institute a new 
decoration to be known as the “Crown 
of Merit,’”’ divided into twc distinct 
ranks, to be conferred upon all working- 
men or clerks who have remained re- 
apectively twenty-five and fifty years in 
the employ of the same industrial or 
commercial concerns.

“The main issue for settlement at the 
conference will be the reparation ques- 
tion, and the stage which this question 
has-now reached renders a ‘satisfactory 
solution possible, if only statesmen will

- It is now universally. recogni 
that the amount fied by the Repara- 
tion Commission in May, 1921 (£6,600,- 
000,000) was too high, could not be paid, 
and even if it were paid, the’ conse- 
quneces for industry would be calamit- 
ous. It would mean that the standard of 
living for German workers must he low- 
eted to an extent which fould render in- 
dustrial production in other countries in 
competition with Ge Im fimpos- 
sible. amount has to be reduced 
to a reasonable figure, and from recent 
correspondence between the British, 
French and Belgian Governments it ap- 
pears possible to arrive at such a rea- 
sonable figure. 

“It would, in addition, be necessary 
to give Germany a moratorium of about 
two years before payments are begun, 
in order that she may in the meantime 
reform her currency re-establish her 
credit and balance her budget. I, have 
consulted many of the most competent 
financial authorities, both in this coun- 
and on the continent, and they are 
all agreed that if the total reparation

“In short, they are ali agreed that if 
only political questions are out of the 
way, the technical and financial ques- 
tions are all capable of solution, and it 
may not even be necessary to go as far 
in the way of credit assistance to and 
financial control of Germany as was 
necessary in the case of Austria, in view 
of the greater financial and industrial 
resources of Germany and her inherently» 
sounder position. Germany is, therefore, 
still in a position to—pay reasonable 
reparations, which will a very large 
amount, and go far to ease the burdens 
resting on tapayers in allied countries. 

‘The danger is that if the situation is 
not gripped and stabilized now, the 
disintegration, economic and political, of 
Britain’ use their positions as creditors 
may soon be completed, and then all 
chance of recovering reparation pay- 
ments will disappear, perhaps forever.

Private Soldier Says Crystal Was 
Involved in Theft of Liquor. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WHITH PLAINS, N. Y., Oct. 23.—A 
fight. over forty cases of liquor’ stolen 
from. the “United States Army Siores, - 
Brooklyn, last December and transport- 
ed to Yonkerg in an army truck. last 
New Year’s Eve resulted in the death 
of Sepheno Piriano, a truck driver, and 
the indictment for murder in the first 
degree of Vincenzo and Salvadore Cas- 
taldo, proprietors of the new Ritz Inn, 
-Yonkers, and Charles Cerbiseri, one of 

their employes. 

The three men. went .on trial jointly 
at White Plains, before Supreme. Court 
Justice Morschauser today, with Joseph 
A. Laker, a private in the army motor 
transport corns, who was stationed at 
Governor’s Island, as the principal wit- 
ness. Laker was the driver of the army 
truck in which the liquor was taken to 
Yonkers. He narrowly escaped death in 
a pistol battle when a. successful at- 
empt was made by Yonkers. “high- 
jackers’’ to steal the liquor. | Laker, 
who was wounded, later carried th 
dead body of Piriano in his truck into 
the Brdéhx, where he surrendered, with 
athers, to the New York police.

from Major Crystal,’’ Laker testified. 
“The truck was loaded- by Gerald Crys- 
tal, and we drove to his home in Ozone 
Park on Dec. 21. I talked with Gerald 
Crystal’s wife, while the truck was un- 
loaded by Crystal and his helpers.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct, 23.—The 
hope of democracy, liberty and inter- 
national justice rests upon effective co- 
operation between the United States and 
Great Britain, said fermer Premier 
Lloyd George of Great Britain at a 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon in this 
city today. 

He told those who heard him that, 
while the great war to put an end to 
war?’had resulted in victory for the 
allied arms, the battle was not over.

We 
want to help as Americans. here 1s 
diversity as to how far we can go. But 
while. we may disagree as to the form 
our ald should take, once we have made 
up our minds that we have found a 
way to co-operate and still remain 
wholly American, there will be no :imit 
to our co-operation. 


“Burn Your Eyes te Europe Again.”’ 


In his address at the Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon Mr. Lloyd Geofge ex- 
pressed his thanks to Mr. Baker for the 
co-operation he gave during the war and 
for the further co-operation in peace 
that Mr. Baker had just urged in his 
address of welcome. The former Pre- 
mier said: 


“You have established a Government, 
as Abraham Lincoln said, based upon 
freedom here. The next thing is co-op- 
eration, I was glad to hear that ap- 
peal, that very effective appeal, made 
by Mr. Baker—co-operation. for peace. 

“I have no further interest in the mat- 
ter. I am not a Minister of the Crown; 
I am just ea plain citizen from Great 
Britain who has always loved the United 
States of America, its people, its insti- 
tutions, its great leaders, and admired 
them, and I have always felt, and it is 
no new discovery for me, that the hope 
of the world e mppe of . democracy, 
the hope of liberty, hope of inter- 
national right, rest upon the chance of 
an ef. ve co-operation between! your 
great commonwealth and ours. 

“*We have no interest in Europe except 
the interest of peace.

The order of which I have the 
honor to be the founder and responsible 
head, and composed of millions of na- 
tive-born white Protestant citizens of 
this country, has as a part of its pro- 
gram of service the unification of the 
two white English-speaking nations of 
the world. : 

“Neither the League of Nations nor 
the International Court can accomplish 
the ends so earnestly desired. A sim- 
ple compact between sovereign nations 
dissimilar in color, creed and ideals can- 
not ‘be maintained. The Internationai 
Court cannot,coerce and restrain the 
nations of the’ earth into righteous and 
amicable relations. 

“Your country. and my country must 
be linked together by the ties of blood, 
of sympathy, of common destiny to pre- 
serve’ our Anglo-Saxon civilization and 
to safeguard the world against recur- 
rence of war. In any event, Great Brit- 
ain and the United States must be 
united in the deeper and finer things of 
pageape ts § and determined that white 
men shall never engage in war against 
white me nywhere upon the face of 
the earth.” 

A cablegram was also received from 
David Gi pin, Lord Mayor of Sydney, 
invitin, e former Premier to visit 
Australia.

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CAUTION BETTER THAN VIGOR. 
Prime Minister BALDWIN is to make 
an address tomorrow to a meeting of 
Conservatives, and great pressure has 
been put upon him to do something to 
get British diplomacy out of its present 
Stalemate. He is urged to formulate 
and announce ‘a vigorous foreign 
policy. Even the leaders of the Labor 
Party, even the most pronounced 
pacifists, who would be the first to 
make shrill protests if any demon- 
stration in Europe by the English 
Government should threaten a forcible 
collision anywhere, are demanding that 
Mr. BaLpwIN take a: strong line. He 
might reply that he had endeavored to 
do that very thing last August, but 
had got nothing out of it but a morti- 
fying failure. Lord Curzon in his 
address to the Imperial Conference 
admitted that the attempt at inter- 
vention by Great Britain in the dispute 
between France and Germany, while 
undoubtedly ‘‘ sincere,’’ had unfortu- 
nately been ‘‘ thankless.’””’

JUST IN TIME. 

President Masaryk of Czechoslo- 
vakia, who recently spent some days 
in Paris and is now in London, makes 
light of the reports that. Germany is 
going to smash. He declares that a 
nation like the Germans ‘‘ cannot be 
broken to pleces.’’ What is going on 
is simply a shifting of the political 
centre in Germany. But some one 
ought te tell the Czechoslovak Presi- 
dent that many long-distance ob- 
servers in the United States do not 
agree with him at all.

They 
have been hating to believe that 
France could all along have been

But Downing Street is 
once more.as cager to keep France out 
as were Downing Street and the Quai 
d’Orsay, in times past, to keep Ger- 
many out. Spain has. of necessity 
sided with England in the past against 
France; but Musso.ini’s intervention 
is said to haveethe support ofthe 
Spanish Directorate, so perhaps Spain 
and Italy will play a game of their 
own. ‘ 

British and Italian interests clash 
often in the Mediterranean, but are at 
least alike in that both are opposed to 
French interests. If MussoLINI and 
Lord Curzon were realists, the French 
might be in for a bad time in- the 
Tangier. question. But both these 
statesmen are somewhat inclined to 
the conduct of politics in the romantic 
style. There is always the possibility 
that Musso.iIni may side with France 
for a consideration elsewhere in the 
Mediterranean.

GENERAL PERSHING’S WARNING. 

Since July 1, 1921, when he became 
Chief jot Staff, General PERsSHING has 
been rendering the.country a service 
for which he was specially qualified by 
his leadership of the American Expe- 
ditionary Force in France. But for 
his constructive ability and devotion 
to duty the National Defense act 
would have been neglected by Con- 
gress. It provided for a military or- 
ganization which was a lesson of the 
World War, but in the reaction that 
set in when the burden of taxation 


-foccupied men’s minds the American 


people ceased to be interested jin pre- 
paredness for défense. Was not the 
country safe when it could call to the 
colors 4,000,000. men. recently trained 
for war? The amended National De- 
fense act was scarcely heeded. It was 
more important to cut down the reg- 
ular establishment to 2 minimum than 
to work out the plan for a citizen 
army provided for so completely in 
that law. The emergency of war was 
remote. ¢ | 
General’ PeRsHING did not accept 
this view. The National Defense act- 
was put on the statute book for the 
national security. There should be 
a beginning at once in making the 
regular army the nucleus of a greater 
force, in using the~rank and file to 
train citizens for military service, and 
in building up a reserve. General 
PERSHING assumed charge of a. cam- 
paign of education, going before com- 
mittees of Congress to oppose the re- 
duction of the army to less than the 
nucleus required for garrison duty, 
for instruction of the National Guard, 
and for training camps. He took his 
cause to the people, delivering many 
public addresses. In spite of his ap- 
peals, the army was reduced below 
that nucleus. Af the field camps dur- 
ing the past Summer there was a 
déarth of regulars. Much of their 
work had to be done by volunteer 
reserve officers. Moreover, the ap- 
propriations made by Congress did not 
permit of the training of more than 
half of the candidates for instruction. 
In one respect General PersHine had 
been successful. He made the Sum- 
mer training camps popular. His 
campaign was not’ won, but it was 
well begun. 
Through the National © Security 
League General PersHING, on the eve 
of his departure for a vacation in 
Europe, issued a statement on this 
vital matter, which contained a warn- 
ing that in 1925 “less than 600,000 
“World War veterans of draft age 
“will be available for service in the 
“event of an emergency.” The need 
of an army for defense is continuing. 
Preparedness looks far beyond 1925. 
The ,time is not distant when no 
veterans of the World War of drafting 
age will be available for an emergency. 
A reserve of trained men must be 
steadily’ built up. There must be 
more Sunmmer camps and enough -reg- 
ular army. officers.to act as in- 
structors. Onty public opinion behind 
Generdél PrrsirNe can prevent the 
failure of his campaign. for the na- 
tional defense.

unknowh Colorado River, and since his 
day only a few persons have made the 
trip and survived. The Kors brothers, 
one of whom acted as pilot for the 
Government party which has just 
reached Needles, made the voyage a 
few years ago and took moving .pic- 
tures. They have written a volume 
full of startling adventures and haz- 
ardous undertakings. That the’ river 
is ‘no less treacherous today than it 
was fifty or ten years ago may be 
seen from, the report that the present 
expedition saw the Colorado rise 
twenty feet in one night. It is said 
that in spots the rise is even as much 
as sixty feet. Owing to the fact that 
the greater portion of the stream flows 
through almost perpendicular walls of 
reck, broken here and there by bays 
and turns, and by inlets from streams 
flowing into the Colorado, it is clear 
that a sudden flood may bring imme- 
diate peril to life and equipment. 

To study the fluctuating currents 
was one of the missions of this party. 
The Government has been contemplat- 
ing the erection of several dams in 
different parts of the Colorado River 
system. for the purpose of regulating 
the flow and developing power. The 
project is enormous, involving the in- 
terests of seven States, and indirectly 
influencing that part of Mexico which 
is near the mouth of the Colorado. 
After the river leaves the canyon re- 
gion, above the Needles, it flows 
through a desert country, some of 
which is flow irrigated and much of 
which would be irrigable if the river 
could be tamed and controlled. The 
Colorado has a habit of breaking sud- 
denly into a violent flood, generally 
the result of a succession of cloud- 
bursts in the upper drainage region. 
By such a flood the Salton Sea was 
formed in Southern California in 1905 
and 1906. Before the flood was 
stopped it had an area of about 400 
square miles. The river was turned 
back into its proper channel by the 
construction of a dike, and, although 
it overflowed again in 1910, since then 
the sea has been rapidly drying up 
under the desert sun. 

The proposal to harness'the waters of 
the Colorado, if carried out, will ren- 
der about 4,000,000 acres irrigable and 
make possible the ‘development of 
about 6,000,000 horsepower... It is an 
immense engineering problem, fraught 
with great difficufties. For the better 
solution of some of these the Geolog- 
ical Survey sent its latest expedition. 
Its findings will probably not be made 
public for some months. The pfoject, 
however, is full of promise, and is 
probably the most daring and far-see- 
ing piece of reclamation work eyer 
proposed.

New~ York City of the year. 2000, as. 
foretold by the algebraic equations of 
the population expert and as visualized 
by his graphs, will be a gigantic city.

On 
the other hand, while it was rather 
absurd in the’ eyes of those who think 
of a duel as a battle to the death, 
is no necessity for taking that view. of 
these encounters, ‘and the peoples called 
Latin have as good a right to think as 
they please of duels as have the peoples 
called Anglo-Saxon—with about equal 
inaccuracy in both cases.

Trivial as were the direct, physical 
consequences of this encounter, it ac- 
complished. what the combatants in- 
tended and what their friends wanted.

We marvel at the. indifference of the city 
authorities to’ an historical relic within their 
environs. New York State and its metropolis 
have reason to take pride in their part of 
the War of the Reyolution which won our 
country’s freedom, and every local incident 
connected with the struggle should. be pre- 
served and immortalized. Hamilton Grange, 
situated at Convent Avenue and 141st Street, 
is the only remaining historic building of im- 
portance to remind us, our posterity and 
foreign contingencies of the great ees. cape 
record of the past. 

It was built and occupied by Alexander 
Hamilton—the great financier who rescued 
the infant Republic from the slough of finan- 
cial despair. And it stands tbday un- 
noticed and unknown, left to chance destiny 
which may soon destroy and consign it to 
oblivion. As far back as the year 1908 the 
following took place in the State Legislature 
at Albany: 

“An act to authorize the City of New York 
to acquire the Alexander Hamilton mansion, 
known as the Hamilton Grange, and move 
it to -a site in that. portion of St. Nicholas 
Park formerly constituting, a part of the 
Alexander Hamilton farm.” 

This became a law May 6, 1908, with the 
approval of the Governor, and was accepted 
by the city. 

One of the "Park Commissioners, Cabot 
Ward, objected, however, to the building. be- 
ing moved % St. sicihelely Park, which is 
less n jock away. The ge 
stands on land belonging to St. Luke's EB. 
Church, the corporation of ‘which is Mune 

to sell it, and is used by them as a rectory.

TO PADLOCK MORE SALOONS 


United States Attorney to ixtend 
Campaign to Whole District. 


A campaign te extend the operation of 
the ‘padlock law,” uhder which saloons 
and restaurants which continually vio- 
late the prohibition amendment can be 
closed as public nuisances, was an- 
nounced yesterday by Major* John 
Holly Clark, Assistant United States 
Attorney. Hitherto a few buildings in 
Manhattan have been locked up under 
this provision of the Volstead law, but 
Major Clark now intends to invoke the 
padlock provision ail over the Southern 
District of New York. 

Besides Manhattan and the Bronx, 
the Southern District of New York takes 
in Columbia, Dutchess,’ Greene, Orange, 
Putnam, Rockland, Sullivan, Ulster and 
Westchester Counties.

Republic Striving to Balance 

Budget and Strengthen 
“Its Credit.

Mexico’s effort’ to balance its budget 
and to provide for the service on ‘its ex- 
ternal debt indicates that the: southern 
republic is relying for its chief economy 
on a reduction in expenditures: for the 
army and navy, according to figures 
compiled by the Mexican Service Bureau 
of 138 Liberty Street. The compilation 
is of especial interest in ‘view of the ar- 
rangements made for the funding df the 
Mexican external debt involving $500,- 
000,000 of face amount of bonds and 
$200,000,000 of interest in default since 
1914. 

The figures show that’ Mexico’s 1923 
budget has set aside 41,470,000 pesos for 
the service of the public debt under the 
Lamont-de la Huerta agreement. The 
1923. budget, even including .this item, 
shows a reduction of 36,651, pesos as 
compared with the 1922 budget. At pres- 
ent, according to. President Obregon’s
